CLEAN CITY IS THE GOAL 


Property Owners Are Asked to 
Remove Rubbish, Cans, 
Hoe Weeds 


Every Upland business house 
and many Upland homes will re- 
ceive a thorough survey as to 
the possibility of fire and Upland 
school children will receive full 
instruction in preventing and ex- 
tinguishing fires next week in 
observance of “Clean up and Fire 
Prevention Week.” 

While Walter J. Land, bureau 
of public relations of the Los 
Angeles fire department, is her2 
conducting the survey and speak- 
ing at several meetings, Upland- 
ers will be expected to clean up 
their property by hoeing weeds, 
burning rubbish and correcting 
all unsightly places. 

The city equipment will be used 
in hauling off all the material, 
providing it is placed on the 
parking, according to Richard 
G. Manley, city engineer. Local 
people are urged to clean up, 
their places early in the week. 

Wednesday afternoon’ several 
inspectors will make a tour of 
the city urging those who have 
not cleaned up their property to 
do so immediately. In ail the 
calls and at all meetings, atten- 
tion will be called to the fact 
that the city’s new fire ordinance 
permits rubbish fires from 4 to 
10 a. m. only. 

An assembly in the junior hign 
school will be the first program 
of the special week. Mr. Land 
will be the speaker. 

A survey of the fire hazards 
in the business district will also 
be started in the morning.

Following the finding of water 
at the 443-foot level, the sec- 
ond stage of operations at Up- 
land’s new well on Sixth avenue, 
below Ninth street, will start in 
earnest next week. 

The big hole in the ground— 
three by four feet—has been 
properly braced and will now 
receive steel casing which is two 
feet in diameter. The drilling 
will then go down another 450 
feet to find the real body of 
water, which will be added to 
the city’s supply. Beck & Sons, 
the contractors, are moving in 
their well rigging and will have 
work on in full swing very soon. 

City Engineer Richard Man- 
ley is very optimistic that this 
well will tap a very adequate 
supply of water—part of the 
Chino basin, which has_ vast 
resources.
